ZOO-KEEPER BITTEN BY COBRA; 
HIS QUICK CARE MAY SAVE LIFE 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 22 (UP)— 
Clark Ward, 21-year-old zoo-keep- 
er bitten by a six-foot cobra 
snake, will probably recover, Gen- 
eral Hospital attendants said to- 
day. 

They credited Ward’a prompt 
action with saving his life. He 
applied tourniquets and adminis- 
tered anti-venom serum to him- 
self. A cobra bite is usually fatal 
within 20 minutes if untreated. 

The youth was bitten yesterday 
at Palmdale, Calif.. when trans- 
ferring the hooded snake from a 
temporary cage to its regular pit.

highways,” the report. stated. 


Agencies Would Lack Funds. 


‘Lacking sufficient funds, a ie 
large proportion of these agencies | 
would be unable to hire and keep ie 
adequate and experienced staffs | 
of men to design, build and main- me 
tain their roads and bridges. The ie 
thinly-populated counties would | 
‘have to spend proportionately too 
much money for road-building and 
maintenance machinery, or else 
would have to do the work with 
hand labor and tools at a very 
high cost per mile,” the statement 
said. 

The report pointed out that the 
state highway department has 
been operating economically and 
efficiently on the smallest state 
gasoline tax in the United States. 


“However, an increase in the 
tax from 2 to 3% cents is neces- 
sary in view of rising costs, but 
this tax will only suffice if the 
funds are administered in the 
wisest and most effective way. 


“Instead, the proposed amend- 
ment would award a large part of 
the tax to a great variety of in- 
dependent agencies, making no 
provision whatever for centralized 
engineering design, purchasing or 
even advice and supervision by 
the state highway department. 


“We recommend that Proposed #2

But it is believed that once the 
election is safely over, Hill will 
come out fighting. Indeed, he 
must do so, for his political life 


is at stake. Thus what is in pros- 
pect in Alabama is a running bat- 
tle which will start, not end, on 
Nov. 2. 

On one side will be those, like 
Hill, who generally think like 
Northern Democrats, except on 
the race issue, and want to stick 
with the party. On the other side 
will be those, like Dixon, who gen- 
erally think like Republicans on 
national issues, and who want in 
effect to break all ties with the 
Democrats of the North. . Dixon 
talks of a permanent regional 
party in the South, holding the 
balance of power in Congress, and 
thus wielding decisive bargaining 
power. 

Some such. open, official split 
between the right and left wings 
of the Democratic party—in ef- 
fect, a two-party system — may 
emerge as the political pattern 
throughout the South. Yet what 
is going on in Georgia suggests a 
different outcome.

But 
when, in the last session of Congress, Repre- 
sentative Taber and his House Appropriations 
Committee were trying to trim a billion or so 
off the Marshall plan appropriation, a telephone 
call from Gov. Dewey, speaking as the prospec- 
tive nominee of the Republican party, was suf- 
ficient to have the full appropriation restored.

These incidents, we think, are important. For 


they show that Gov. Dewey, well in advance of. 


his election, is showing capacity to lead and 
control his party. These incidents fit in with 
the fervid declarations which House Speaker 
Martin is making over the radio that Republicans 
in the House will be “proud to follow the lead- 
ership of such an able administrator as Gov. 
Dewey, when he becomes President in January.” 

There is a considerable gulf between the 
views of Gov. Dewey and those of stand-patters 
like Martin, Taber, Gearhart and Knutson. But 
since these men are going to be returned to 
the House anyway, it will be well for the nation 
to have as President a man of the same party, 
who can restrain and discipline them, and gain 
their support for a positive and unified approach 
to national and international affairs. 

The alternative of a continued deadlock, with 
the majority leaders denouncing and being de- 
nounced by a President of the opposite party, 
may be rhetorically exciting, but it bodes no 
good for the nation. 

Gov. Dewey's attitude, as contrasted to that 
of the Knutsons and Tabers, is shown by the 
type of man he chose to be Republican national 
chairman. Although Representative Hugh 
Scott’s appointment to this post was engineered 
in part by Senator Martin and Joe Grundy, his 
record is very close to that of more progressive 
Republicans such as Representative Bakewell of 
St. Louis. 

Representative Scott voted to extend the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act and for Greek-Turkish aid. 
He also favored the anti-poll tax bill and the 
House version of the displaced persons bill. A 
clearer test of his views, he signed the petition 
to force the Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing bill 
out of the Banking and Currency Committee, 
where it,.was bottled up.

There is, of course, the possibility that the 
Senate may show a slight Democratic majority 
after the election. But that is not very dis- 


turbing in view of the fact that Democratic 


Senators are, man for man, perhaps more likely
